gists, and are not* confined to the 
Gorm an qu arter. 
T h ere are w e ll on 
to 1,000 re ta il druggists of all sorts 
in this tow n, and there are far m ore 
G erm ans in the business than per­ 
sons of a n y other three nations. 
There is an interestin g va rie ty of 
character in drug shops according 
to the ¡»art of tow n in w h ich th ey 
are located. 
H a lf a dozen largo re­ 
tail drug Hhops are fam ous a s dis­ 
pensers of soda w a te r and the h u n ­ 
dred and one other d rin k s th at are 
sold w ith th a t beverage. 
Such drug 
stores, on a sm all scale or a large, 
are scattered from end to end of the 
city. 
A s a ru le the d ru g g ist whose 
shop is not in an im p o rtan t shop­ 
ping q u arte r or a som ifashionable 
residence quarter, docs not m ake 
the soda fou n tain and its adjuncts 
specialties of his business. The d ru g ­ 
gists of the G orm an qu arter, w here 
soft d rin k s are not popular, tend to 
develop th e prescription and patent 
m edicine trade. 
M a n y of them are 
m an u factu rers of some popular pat­ 
ent m edicine, and there are som e ti­ 
ny pharm acies in tho G erm an q u a r­ 
ters w here o n ly a few patent m edi­ 
cines are sold, and there is no pre­ 
tense of com pounding prescriptions.

It m akes a special­ 
ty of tlm soda fountain in its great­ 


e s t developm ent. 
T h e y deal not on­ 
ly in son]», jjerfuines and a dozen 
toilet appliances, but also in cigars, 
confections, tine liquors am i somo 
sorts of plated silver. 
T h e y also 
m aintain stam p agencies, telephone 
station« and express odices Som o of 
them are elaborately fitted up w ith 
stained glass and ric h ly tiled floors. 
The west side up tow n drug store 
is, indeed, an in stitu tion of general 
u tility , occupying relations tow ard 
the co m m u n ity that no other one 
kind of business house has had the 
courage to assum e. T h e y are by far 
the show iest shops in those parts, 
and their business lies w ith e ve ry 
sort of person in the com m unity, 
sick or w ell 
Som e of these shops 
aro branches of older houses furt her 
down tow n th at are conducted in a 
ve ry d ifferen t fash ion.— N e w Y o rk 
Hun.
